jubilation over tbe disappearance of 
the deficit. 
A little more care in tbe 


examination of tbe monthly statement 
would have suggested reticence rather 


jubilation. Tbe deficit was thera, 


and it was an unpleasantly large one. 


The apparent surplus was dae to 


the receipt of $8,538,401 from tbe sale 
of tlie Union Paoiflo railroad. 
This 


Formed no part of the ordinary revenue 
and should not be taken into account 
when comparing tbe income and the 
expenditure returna of the 
present 


fiscal year with those of previous years 
to ascertain whether the government is 
living within its income or continuing 
to outrun it. 
Excluding this the re- 


ceipts for tbe month amounted to $28,- 
795,227, and the expenditures to $36,' 
696,711, leaving a c::acit for the month 
of $7,901,484. This is the 
largest 


January decfiit for many years and is 
very nearly $2,000,000 more than tha 
deficit for January, 1897. 


The treasury offlials are reported as 


"regarding the situation as entirely 
satisfactory." 
There would appear to 


be something of a Mark Tapley spirit 
in the treasury depait-Leat if the offic- 
ials are pleased with a situation whioh 
promises a larger exoess of ordinary ex- 
penditures over ordinary revenues than 
for two years past at least. 
For tne 


fijoal year ending June dO, 1896, the 
deficit was $25,203,345,and for the year 
ending June 3, 1897, it was $18,025,- 
254. 
For the ieven months ending 


Jan. 81 of the present fiscal year—de- 
ducting the payments during Novem- 
ber, Daoeinber and January on account 
of Pacific railroad indebtedness, wbioh 
form no part of the ordinary revenues, 
the deficit is stated by tha treasury de- 
partment as $51,901,833. 


"The Dingley tariff went into effect 


July 24, 1897, and it was promised 
that it would make abort work of the 
deficit. 
More than six months have 


gone by and tha deficit continues ep 
pile up at the rate of between $7,000,- 
000 and $8,000,000 a month. The debt 
statement also shows an increase of 
debt, less cash in the treasury, of $12,- 
589,771 during January.

ceipts from customs for January, 1898, 
were $14,269,492, a gain as compared 
with January, 1897, under the Wilson- 
Gorman 
tnrift' of about $2,000,000.

customs receipts were $17,375,000, and

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TEAS AND TEAS. 


Thln^n Once Uiecl or Now Used as Substi- 


tutes For the Chinese Herb. 


Of course every oua knows that v?e 


drink a good deal that isn't tea when 
we,drink a cup of tea. We drink—or 
are supposed to drink—some tea, some 
lead and some straw But there are sev- 
eral "teas" that the drinkers know are 
not mado of • tea leaves and yet are not 
adulterated. 


In Peru they drink mate, a tea made 


from tho Ilex paragneusis, a species of 
holly. This is tha only mate tea, but 
there is a Brazilian tea, gorgouha, call- 
ed mate there; another tea used in Aus- 
tria, called Brazilian tea, and several 
Other so called mate teas are made from 
different varieties of the ilex. In Lab- 
rador they make a tea from two species 
of ledum. Oswego tea was made from 
the scarlet mouarda, and mountain tea 
from the dwarf evergreen, Gaultheria 
procumbens. Then clover tea and tansy 
tea and catnip tea and mint tea are 
used, though not as beverages. 


In Sumatra they use coffee leaves to 


make tea out of, and the beverage is 
said to be very refreshing. In Mauritius 
the leaves of an orchid, Angroecum 
fragrans, are used. The Tonquinese 
have teas of their own, made of leaves, 
berries, barks and woods. The Abys- 
ainians make tea out of the leaves of 
the Catlm edulis. When a sentinel can't 
leave his post to get a cup of tea, he 
can chew a leaf or two of this plant, 
and he won't feel like going to sleep 
all night. In Tasmania there are said 
to be more than 200 substitutes for tea; 
in England they used to make a tea of 
sage, betony or rosemary and of rasp 
berry leaves; in Prance they use black 
currant leaves ami borage to make tea, 
and a century or so ago they gathered 
in English gardens and fields ash, elder 
and sloo leaves, and the leaves of white 
thorn and blackthorn, out of which to 
make tea. So it is evident that there 
arc teas and teas.—New York Sun.

The New England Meeting House. 
The New England meeting house was 


generally a square wooden box, but it 
showed excellent taste in the detail of 
its simple ornamentation. It is the the- 
ory of some thoughtful architects that 
among the early colonial immigrants 
were men considerably above the abil- 
ity of ordinary carpenters. Iu tho.=c 
days the architect was apt to be both 
designer and builder, and it was not in 
this country until very modern times 
that the lino was at all clearly drawn 
between the architect who designer! and 
superintended iu the interests of his 
client, and so became a professional man, 
and the builder who took a. contract to 
execute the work and make what he 
could out of it, and remained a business 
man. It is believed that the excellent 
taste and judgment of the.se men among 
the colonists made tliemselves felt in 
the taste of the ornamentation in what 
wo call colonial architecture. They had 
no originality iu the general design of 
buildings, because their experience had 
never included that, but they knew how 
to carry out to perfection details of the 
ensemble.

A LAEGE LIST OP BILLS DUMPED. 


of Them Are of More Than Ordi- 


•arjr Importance, While Others Are 
Commonplace—Whether Those of Merit 
Will Be Considered Sach l>> a Majority 
Remains to lie Seen. 
Columbus, 0., Feb. 15.—Senator May 


Introduced a bill to amend the pres- 
ent criminal law so that any person 
committed to jail during the term ot 
court, charged with an. offense, either 
a misdemeanor or felony, may hava 
the prosecuting attorney file aa infor- 
mation, the prisoner appear in open 
court, waive indictment and plead guil- 
ty to the offense. The court may pro- 
nounce Judgment as though the pris- 
oner had pleaded guilty to the indict- 
ment. 
This is to prevent prisoners 


who are arrested after the adjourn- 
ment of the grand jury being obliged 
to remain in jail until the next ses- 
sion of the grand jury. 


A bill introduced by Mr. Meacham 


arid passed in the senate amends the 
present law relating to cruelty to ani- 
mals, and adds that any one who aban- 
dons to die any old, maimed, sick, in- 
firm or diseased animal or works the 
same Ehall be fined not more than $200 
nor less than $5. It places them under 
the same regulations as are now ap- 
plied to other animals. 


The house bill o£ Mr. Baldwin, giving 


to the council of a village by a two- 
thirds vote the right to appoint some 
justice of the police a police justice, 
providing such a course is recommend- 
ed by the mayor, was passed. 


.A house bill introduced by Mr. Smith 


ol Delaware was passed. It provides 
that the assessor shall make returns of 
statistics to the county auditor of 
the time he returns the lists of per- 
sonal property for taxation, and the 
county auditor shall make return to 
the auditor of state annually of all sta- 
tistics returned to his office, except 
those under the head of agriculture, 
and these are to be returned to the 
secretary of the board of agriculture 
on or before July 10 annually. 


Senator Leet introduced a bill which 


endeavors to place in passenger traffic 
the same Instructions which the stat- 
utes, state and federal, now place on 
freight traffic. 
It forbids all rebates 


on tickets, thus doing away with what 
Is known as the "party ticket." 
It 


abolishes mileage tickets.

Mr. Davis—Providing that coroners' 


constables shall be paid the same as 
other constables. 


Mr. Payne—Amending section 4162 


so as to prevent estates escheating. 


Mr. Reynolds—Providing that credit- 


ors shall present claims against an 
estate of decedent within two years. 


Mr. Gayman—Prohibiting fraudulent
